The men were perched on 
the gun turrets, masts, and all parts 
‘of the ship, while the chaplain and 
band led the Christmas anthems. 
This is not the first warm Christmas 
for Mr. and Mrs. Hoover, however.

Hoover, like her husband, is at home 


Christmas presents last night. He 
could not wait. He has a stack of 
boxes of cigars and the hold is full 
of boxes of gifts.

with a tropical scene to each of the 
1,300 persons on the ship. He also 
gave a dinner, together with Capt.

tour. He is especially pleased over the 


th American countries as a 
pronounced accomplishment 
towards good will and understanding 
and closer friendship in the relations 
of the Latin American republics and 
the United States. 


Members of the Hoover party point- | 


ed out that Mr. Hoover had brought 
a Christmas gift of “peace and good |. 
will” to the western hemisphere and 
that his tour was one of the most 
extensive efforts of history in apply- 
ing the principle of friendly personal 
contact between ‘chief executives of 
nations. Besides Christmas greetings, 
the radio today brought Mr. Hoover 
many felicitations from South Ameri- 
can countries on his good will trip. 


Christmas Under Hot San, 


A torrid sun and clear skies was 
the Christmas eve weather as the bat- 
tleship steamed toward the equator 
from Rio de Janeiro about 100 miles 
off the Brazilian coast. The Utah aver- 
aged about 14 knots an hour over a 
smooth sea in today’s voyage. 


But a strong breeze prevailed, which 


alleviated the tropical heat, and Mr. 
and Mrs. Hoover and other members 
of their party were able to rest com- 
fortably on the quarter deck. An awn- 
ing was stretched over the deck, 
which sheltered them from the sun. 


Mrs. Hoover devoted part of the day 


to sorting and arranging the mass of 
flowers sent aboard to her at Rio by 
officials of the Brazilian government 
and a number of American residents 


of the Brazilian capital. She also made 
final preparations for the Christmas

The 
friendly Titan stealing fire from the throne of 
Jove for mankind’s benefit had not the inner fire’ 
‘that is called the spirit. He found no serenity 
@s he lay bound for punishment on Mount 
Caucasus with an eagle tearing at his liver, nor 
could he lie indifferent to pain and bitterness and 
to the long wrestlings of life with outer things. 
The hills shook with his struggle. And the fire 


that he gave to man burned on through humgn 


life with an increasing ‘power. 

_ Prometheus was not a spiritual man. He was 
& good man. He was hopeful and courageous, 
wut the boyish reach of the great Titan for fire 
and construction, for building blocks of a new 
© .svilization, for action and dynamic consequence 
were not the spiritual tests that more authentic 
@aints usually demand. He was restiess and 
eutgoing. He burned with stormy fire. " 
“Pometheus had faith in outer things and action, 
end no inner disillusion tortured him. He be 
eved in man, his protégé, and in man's hopes 
and aspirations, and even through the torture 
of the Caucasus he suffered only simple anguish 
and pain of a Titan bound. No doubt wounded 
him. No pcignant question, for his deed was 
done, and though he suffered for it, his demo- 
@atic confidence in man held through the long 
years till a strong man came to set him free. 
When the world he saw sliding down from 
the snowy slopes of Caucasus seemed to repeat 
eomly an endless formula of strife and failure, 
building and decay, he held his simple faith. 
There was no other. He still believed in man 
and in the outright values of his living. For him 
mo refuge offered in the spirit'’s innér realm. He 
was the builder. He worked with time and fire. 
In the rocks and workings of this warld Prome- 


theus believed, 


Spirituality, says Santayana, is the disintoxica- 
tion from values, arid the spiritual life is a high 
indifference to the heats and tryings; the values 
@md desires that drive men on. But Prometheus 
would never understand the subtle Santayana, for 
devotion, not indifference, moved his Titanic soul. 
He was aroused with values and the stormy liv- 
ings of the world. His life was welded fast to 
nature, and to choose remoteness and the serene 
“life of reason” detached from nature’s unhvail- 
ing toil and shifting would have been death to 
him. Death is indifference. Life may be failure, 
work, enslavement to desire, bound on Mount 
Caucasus, but always life is movement on a way 


time and nature’s movement, sure in its drive 
that needs no words nor rationaligations, no criti- 
clem, no turning inward to a verbal substitution 
fer an overt world. No literature expressed the 
pesh and throb of living.

In the classical] 
and fomantic tradition of Europe, love, of which 
there was very little, was supposed to be kindled 
by beauty, of which there was a great deal: per- 
haps moral chemistry may be able to reverse this 
operation, and in the future and in America it 
may breed beauty out of love.’’ 

Jove and Apollo, Venus and Minerva belong to 
an eastern hemisphere despite our importations, 
but Prometheus was the first American.

Defense Fails; Gardiner

Statistics Bf the first quarter of the 
National Hockey league season reveal 
some. surprising things, primarily one 
of the main reasons why the Chicago 
Blackhawks are at the bottom of the 
American division standing. In view 
of the Hawks’ eastern trip, which be- 
gins tomorrow night against the Bos- 
ton Bruins, the statistics are of impor- 
tance. 

Despite all the credit hockey writers 
and critics have been giving Chuck 
Gardiner, the Hawks’ goalie ranks at 
the bottom of the division in percent- 
age of stops. But those bald figures 
reveal] more than that in that Gard- 
iner has had to handle 100 more 
shots than any other net, minder in 
the division. 


Manager Knows Defect, 
Gardiner stopped 454 of 474 shots 
for an average of .959 and the only 
chap who topped him in number of 
shots was Benedict of Montreal, who 
stopped all except twenty of 475 


division. The answer seems to lie in 
the Hawks’ defense which permits an 
opposing team to take an average of 
nearly fifty shots a game. 

That Manager Herbert Gardiner 
realizes the weak spot is certain in 
that he is donning the pads to get 
in condition and may go back on the 
ice. Unless it is absolutely necessary, 
however, he will not take the ice to- 
night against the Bruins, thereby 
cheating Boston fans out of a duel 
between two of the greatest defense 
men hockey has ever known, Gardiner 
and Eddie Shore. 

Dye Fails to Score. 


Further figures on scoring are al- 
most as startling, one of the big sur- 
prides being the fact that Babe Dye, 
former Hawk, who rates as one of 
the most dangerous shots in the 
league, hasn't as yet scored a single 
goal. Furthermore, in percentage of 
goals made for number of shots the 
Hawks rank high. 

Lionel Conacher, New York Amer- 
icans’ defense man, leads the league 
in percentage of goals scored for 
number of shots with four goals out 
of 28 shots. George Hay, another 
former Hawk, leads the American divi- 
.sion with four goals from 39 shots, but 
second and third are Chicagoans. Ty 
Arbour, Hawk wing, is second, with 
three goals in 35 shots and Marvin 
Wentworth, Chicago defense, is next 
with only one goal made in 12 shots.

He reproduces the stock arguments 
against a protective systera that has 
been doing business for a hundred 
years. To them he adds one which is 
at Jeast novel. He says, “It is safe to 
say that a majority of the member- 
ship of the national] and international 
unions making up the American Fed- 
eration of Labor is employed by 
American large-scale industries.” 

Nothing to Fear. 


From that premise he argues that 
American organized labor has nothing 
to fear from foreign competition be- 
cause our large scale industries can 
compete successfully with foreign man- 
protection. 
The tariff will do more harm than 
good, he goes on, because it prevents 
foreign nations from selling to us to 
obtain money wherewith to buy our 
products. 

Unfortunately for him, the premise 
is false. The majority of organized 
labor is not employed in what we or- 
dinarily think of as our large scale 
industries. It is generally estimated 
that only about 7 per cent of the 
and women engaged in the manufac- 
turing industries are unionized. Union 
labor is powerful chiefly in the build- 
ing trades, in mining, in railroad trans- 
portation, and in a few other occupa 
tions, such as printing. The automo- 
bile factories, which Prof. Fisher is 
thinking of ag typical of American in- 
dustrial Ufe, are hot unionized and 
never have been. 


Growing Imports. 

Prof. Fisher’s notion that foreign 
nations cannot pay us what théy owe 
unless we lower Our tariff walls takes 
no account of the fact that our im- 
ports are steadily growing. 

In 1927 we bought goods abroad val- 
ued at $4,184,000,000, and among the 
items in our invisible imports, not in- 
cluded in the figure just given, is 
$770,000,000 spent by Anierican travel- 
ers abroad. The department of com- 
merce estimates that the expeditures 
of Americans abroad in 1928 will total 
$900,000 ,000.
